THE MAN WHO 
MURDERED HIMSELF 



OIG Ole Swanson bent 
low over bis pan of 
food so that Ranee would 
not see bis face. The fire- 
light painted the figures of 
the t w o men — Swanson, 
brawny, slow of move- 
ment, thought and speech; 
and the dapper James 
Ranee. The broken Siwash 
Lodge stood gaunt and 
eerie nearbv in the dark- 
new.
